istit so difficult for anyone wanting to open a new restaurant in 
ington? 

+ Look around. Every town around has more restaurants than 
Wilmington. Why is this? 

t The problem originated about 30 years ago when a Jack-in-the-Box 

hamburger drive-in opened across from Wilmington Plaza. Some of the 
sélectmen panicked, seeing McDonald’s opening here and there, and 
decided they didn’t want that kind of development in town. They 
cdoked up a law called the High Density Zoning Law to restrict 
restaurants, car dealers and gas stations. Under that law, anyone 
wanting to open such an establishment had to take the proposal to town 
meeting. This put a strangle-hold on any development of any new 
restaurants. The by-law puts an unreasonable restriction on anyone 
trying to open a business. The risk of losing the vote at town meeting 
simply makes it an unreasonable gamble. 

» When compared to other business ventures, which can be opened 
with much less risk, why would anyone put big money into a restaurant 
venture? First of all, you have some sort of land acquisition cost, 
maybe just an option. You have business planning, probably architec- 
tural planning. Because you have to take it before town meeting, you 
have attorney's fees. And what happens? The town meeting shoots it 
down, and you lose everything. 

Prior to the Foccacia, the only new restaurant to open in Wilmington 
was Michael's Place. Other restaurants that have opened have all 
bopght out existing licenses. 

In 1994, the High Density Zoning law was modified into a special 
permit process. And in the center of town, opening a restaurant is an 
allowed use. But there is very little land available in the center. So the 

opening of a restaurant is still a major undertaking, politically speak- 


m ’ This is most unreasonable. What is the law doing for Wilmington’s 
residents? Protecting them against heartburn? I don’t think so. 

+ While it is reasonable for a community to regulate development, 
thére has to be some avenue by which someone can open a new 
business. And while it is reasonable to regulate restaurants from a 
standpoint of health and cleanliness, it is not reasonable to severely 
restrict new establishments. The ‘recently adopted Master Plan 
proposes to create “neighborhood activity centers” for North 


Wilmington, Lucci’s corner and other locations in town. And it 


proposes to allow restaurants as an allowed use in those areas.

This 
could involve a full day to take in 
al of Lowell’s many 
attractions....So, let’s put the his- 
tory aside for now. Eating and 
shopping sound more inviting, don’t 
you agree?

Now. My very favorite “special 
occasion” restaurant outside of 
Boston is La Boniche, right here in 
downtown Lowell at 143 Merrimack 
Street.

Postmaster calls for restraint of pets’ 


WILMINGTON - Postmaster 
James R. Quinn has called for the 
cooperation of dog owners in keep- 
ing their pets restrained during 
mail delivery times. 

“Last year, 3,138 letter carriers 
nationwide were attacked and in- 
jured by dogs,” he said. 

The postmaster made his plea 
for responsible pet ownership as 
part of National Dog Bite Preven- 
tion Week (May 19-25) but said it is 
a year round concern. 

“You can help protect your let- 
ter carrier, meter reader or news- 
paper delivery person by making 
sure your pet is properly restrained 
or confined,” he said, “Don’t think 
your fence is the only answer, es- 
pecially if a letter carrier or deliv- 
ery person has to enter your yard. 
Please make sure your pet is prop- 
erly restrained so we can safely 
deliver your mail,” he said. 

Hesaid the Postal Serviceis not 
anti-dog, but pro-responsibility. “If 
your dog attacks a letter carrier, 
you can be held liable for all medi- 


cal expenses and other costs! 

can avoid this liability by proy 
restraining your pet. Help our'Tet- 
ter carriers deliver safely for you,” 
he said. 

To be a responsible pet one 
he suggested:

Mr. Caggiano says, “Voters across 
Massachusetts and in the district 
voted by a large margin to roll 
back taxes in 2000.

Despite mowing down nine op- 
porients this season, and losing just 
oné match at the second singles 
position, there is only one achieve- 
ment that concerns second singles 
player Sean Osgood: The State 
‘Tournament. 

Last season, Osgood wasamem- 
ber of the Wilmington High boys 
tennis team which made a spec- 
tacular run in the state tourna- 
ment, which ended with a third 
round loss to Cape Ann League 
rival Lynnfield.

“The state tournament is so 
much better than other matches,” 
said Osgood 

This season, Osgood transi- 
tioned from doubles to the singles 
game, and has done his part to 
earn the team another berth in the 
tourney. He has defeated 90 per- 
cent of his opponents, amassing a 
91 record in 10 matches. Accord- 
ing to coach Mike Tammaro, the 
key to Osgood’s success is his 
athleticism, 

“He’s got the best natural stroke 
on the team, and he's one of more 
naturally athletic kids we have,” 
said Tammaro. In addition, Osgood 
trained hard in the off-season. “He 
really does spend a lot of time 
practicing, and (applying) him-

Over the summer, Osgood 
played tennis about three times 
each'week, primarily with team- 
mates Trueira and Steve O'Dea at 
the Wilmington High School tennis 
coufts. He also took a few lessons 
at nearby Woburn Raquet Club. 

“It was my most serious 


offseason,” said Osgood. “My fresh- 
man and sophomore years were 
mainly fun, but now that I’mone of 
themain payers, I'mtryingto take 
it more seriously.” 

Osgood learned the game from 
his mother and cousin while in 
seventh grade, and for the next 
two years he played occasionally 
and attended a couple of local ten- 
nis daycamps.

He was hired as an 
English teacher for the 
Woburn public schools in 1962 
and worked at East Junior 
High, which 
Kennedy Junior High and 
eventually Kennedy Middle 
School.

“The state School Building 
Assistance Bureau (SBAB) 
has approved the two local 
school construction propos- 
als for reimbursement, 
according to Assistant Supt. 
for Business and Finance Dr. 
James Picone,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The word came in a 
phone call and then in an e- 
mail from Christine Lynch of 
the SBAB, Picone said. 

“This was good news; the 
entire Facilities Study 
Committee was quite 
pleased,’ said Picone, in a 
telephone interview. 

“The construction projects 
proposed are the kinder- 
garten center at the vacant 
Wildwood School site, and 
renovations to the Marshall 
Simonds Middle School. 
Combined, they had an ini- 
tial price tag of between $27 
million and $30 million. 

“The estimated cost of the 
kindergarten center is $10.8 
million; the price for middle 
school renovations remains 
undetermined, while archi- 
tect Kevin Buckley has been 
working with his firm to get 
the cost reduced. 

“The extra space is need- 
ed to deal with projected 
school enrollment increases 


——————— 


according to the forecast of 
the New England School 
Development Council (NES- 
DEC). 

“The Facilities Study 
Committee corisidered the 
combined cost too much to 
request from Town Meeting 
for one year, and the School 
Committee, taking the 
panel’s recommendation, 
ultimately voted to go for- 
ward at this May’s session 
with the kindergarten center. 
The board decided it would 
wait on the SBAB ruling 
before determining when to 
proceed with the middle 
school renovation. 

“The SBAB approval 
notwithstanding, Picone said 
the administration will main- 
tain that recommendation to 
the School Committee for 
just the kindergarten center 
this year...”

“School Committee memi- 
ber John Wells asked if the 
computers were in the right 
places in the schools or, for 
example, whether they 
should be in the science labs, 
about elementary principals’ 
software accounts not being 
spent, and how repair needs 
were being handled. 

“Henry noted there had 
previously been computers in 
the labs but they had been 
moved into the library and 
resource center at the 
school’s request. Ideally in a 
new state-of-the-art facility, 
she said, they would be in 
both. 


“As to the software 
accounts, Henry said part of 
it may be that principals are 
still learning about various 
software and may not know 
what they would like to pur- 
chase, and further that they 
received a lot of new soft-
